XI the King's Commiſſion of the Peace, and Oyer and: Terminer, &c. 
A held at Juſtice-Hall in the Old-Bailey, before the Right Honourable 
Sir Peter Delme, Knt. Lord Mayor, Mr. Juſtice Forteſcue Aland, 
John Raby, Eſq; Deputy-Recorder, and ſeveral of his Mazefiy's. Juſtices of 
the Peace, (which Commiſſion: was opened on Friday the 17th of January 
| ft) five Men were found Guilty of Capital Offences, and received Sentence 
of Death accordingly. WOE oP 
While theſe unhappy Perſons (viz. Stephen Gardiner, Joſeph Hyde, John 
Allen John Bonner, and Thomas Fohnſon,) lay under Condemnation, they 
labour'd both Day and Night, by their Deyotions to attone for their Of- 
fences; eſpecially Gardiner, and Allen, when they had dropt all Ex- 
pectations of Life, finding themſelves included in the Warrant for EXe- 
cution. They carefully peruſed the Sermons in the Book of Homilies which 
relate to Repentance, and to Faſting. And the Tueſday prececding their 
Deaths, they all reſolved to abſtain from eating and drinking, to humble 
themſelves before God, and to puniſh their Bodies; which accordingly they 
did. As the Day of their Deaths approach'd, they ſhorten'd the Nights, 
and ſpent the greateſt Part of 'em in reading, and hearing the Homilies read 
to em. Yet the nearer the Time drew, the leſs concern'd they: appear'd ; 
and they were very willing to compenſate for. their Crimes with their 
ood, and to leave this troubleſome World, for a better Hope. 
On Sunday the 2d of this Inſtant February, I endeavour d te inſtruct them

1. STEPHEN GARDINER Was —__ fa FOOL FA Houſ 
of Dorcas Roberts, in the Nin and Tepling. a large Quantity of

innen, to the Value of 25 J. on the 6th of January laſt, The Priſoner 
eing apprehended in Bed, with a very fine Shirt upon him, and the other 


L innen all found beneath the Bed, except a Shirt and two Shifts, (which 


the Priſoner affirm'd were given by him to John Martin, for concealing him 
and his ſtol'n Goods in his Brandy-Shop till the Watch broke up.) The 


Jury found him Guilty of the Indictment. 


This Priſoner's Parents, who at the Time of his Birth lived in Moorfields, 
put him, when about 14 Years of Age, Apprentice to a Weaver: But, it 
ſeems, he play'd ſome Tricks, not pleaſing to the Neighbourhood, or to his 


Maſter ; Then, upon ſome Perſons uſing him ſeverely, he ran away from 


his Maſter, and wander'd about in a lewd. and looſe) Way, imagining he 
could eaſily have maintain'd hinfelf : But being, after a while, very much 
pinch'd with ſeveral Misfortunes, Accidents, and Diſaſters, he perceiv'd 
there was no Method but to return to his Friends, They gave him Advice 
to go conſtantly to Church each Sunday, to avoid all lewd Boys Company, 
to learn to Work, G. They afterwards put him in a Corn-Veſſel, and he 
went to and fro, to Holland, to France, &c. But he complain'd that he 
could not bear the rade Behaviour of the Sailors; their iwearing, quarrel- 
ling, fighting. Gc. made him believe he ſhonld, in a little Time, be 
murder'd among them; as he was very young, and neither ſtrong nor ro- 
buſt enough to encounter them. 


He ſaid, bat he then reſolved to lead a Life ſober and regular, if his 


Friends would ſuffer him to continue in England. But after his Friends 


had agreed, and put him to a Waterman, he ſoon grew weary of that Con- 
finement too, and nothing could fatisfe him, but entire Liberty and diſo- 


lite Freedom. So that, after he had watch'd his Opportunity, he ran 


from thence too. He then employ'd himſelf in Gaming about Moor- 
felt, Playing at Cards, Skettles, Gc. while his Money laſted; and when 
he was deſtitute of Money and Cloths, either attempted to Pick- Pockets, or 
had recourſe to the Boys; and Playing with them for Farthings, recruited him- 
ſelf that way. He was ſeiz d by a Man in Grild-Hall as the State Lottery 
was Drawing, who obſerv'd him taking a Wig out of his Pocket, but took 
no Notice, till the Boy was poſſeſt of it; but the Boy immediately dropt it, 
and pretended Innocence; a Gentleman then ſtanding his Friend, he got 
cle*r : But about a Month after, he was ſeizd, and deliver d up to the 


Mob; who feverely handled him, and almoſt deprived him of Life, tho' 


a 


he ſaid he frequently beg'd *em on his Knees, to take the Law of him by 


carrving him before a Juſtice of the Peace. pk 
After this, he for ſook the Cuſtom of Pocket-Picking; but having been 
acquainted with two Men, whoſe Names were Garraway and Sly, they: pro- 
or to him to accompany them in their Night-Rambles: He ſaid he refus'd to 
ear*em ; till he happen'd to play at Cards at an Ale-houſe in Moorfields, till 
his Money was gone, and after that, all his. Cloths: He then ſought for 
Sh and Garraway, who gladly embrac'd him; and Garraway told him, their 


fit Expedition thould be againſt the ſaid Garraway's Brother, Going to 


his Houſe in the Night-time, they broke it open; but found only ſome of 
the Wife's Cloths, and a Coat or two of his Brother's. Garramay telling 
'em, that his Father's Houſe would afford em Goods of very great value, 
they attempted that, and ſucceeded to their ExpeBaion ; For they found 
ſeveral Peices of Plate; as Spoons, a Tankard, Salts, &c. But ſearch being 
made for the Offenders, they were all Three apprehended ; Stephen Gardiner 
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being the Youngeſt, was made Evidence againſt the others, when they mere 
try d at the Seſlons- Houſe, at tlie OA. Pail, and convict of the Felony,” 
This happening about Eaſter, 1723, a little atter Whirſuntede, Garde 
obtain'd his Liberty; but was io unfortunate as not to learn from the Miſe. 
ries he had beheld in a Priſon, to fly thoſe Actions that lead thereto. Por 
he committed another Robbery ſoon after, by ſlipping into the Father's Houſe 
of one of his Acquaintance (as he calbd him) who liv'd on Adalle-Hii 
where he went up to the Garret, and twilted off the Padlock that was on 
the Door, and ſtole. thence ſome Mens wearing Apparel, which he carry'd 
off without being diſcover'd or ſuſpected. ä 1 1 
He ſaid that above a Year ago, when he marryed a Woman about Forty 
Years of Age, ſeveral of the Neighbours propheſy'd he would die at Tyhurn, 
But he thought himſelf very Fortunate, he ſaid, in having wedded a Perſon 
who ſhow'd him large Sums of Money, &. tho' he knew nothing of her, till 
juſt the Day he marryed her. 'They being both charg'd with a Conſtable 
by their Landlord where they lodg'd in Fleet-Lane, and ſent to St. Sepul- 
chre's Watch-Houſe, the Conſtable pittying him, diſmiſt him, but told him 
he muſt beware, for that Bellman who ſtood by would certainly ſay the Ver- 
ſes over him, Oc. The words he ſaid ſtruck to his Heart; But yet, he had 
the Misfortune not to take any good Advice, which proved at laſt the Cauſe 
of his great Sorrow, Uneaſineſs and Remorſe. 
It was in the beginning of the laſt Spring, that he met with Mr. Rice 
ones, and being mounted on a ſtrong Horſe, accompanyed him into Wales, 
e went upon the Paſſing-Lay (as I think he, callV'd it) which he ſaid was to 
draw Countrvmen into Publick Houſes, by . pretending to want Cattle; and 
then to Spy a Pack of Cards (laid defignedly there) and begin to Play with 
his Companion, appearing as a Stranger, and to borrow Money of the Country- 
man to win a Wager, which 't was impoſſible for him not to win; then to go 
out with the Countryman, and find an opportunity of getting from him, 
With the abovemention'd Gentleman Stephen Gardiner travelling, they call'd at 
Briſtol, where the Gentleman took a Gold Watchand Chain, (having parted 
with his Wife) beſides Suits of Lac'd Cloths, and a Nag, which he had before 
left at his Lodgings at Briſtol; and then they proceeded to the Bath, and 
ſpent ſome time there. Gardiner (aid he hop'd God would forgive him, for 
deſigning to Murther the above Gentleman, partly for Lucre of above 100 
Guineas he had about bim; and partly becauſe, he had ſtruck him with a 
Hedge-Stake, and abuſed him, becauſe his Horſe. would not go faſt enough, 
nor equal to His, which could travel 8 Miles in a Day. Gardiner to ef- 
fe his Deſign, ſtole a Peſtel at an Inn; and carry'd it two Days in his 
Boot: As he rid behind his Companion thro' a Wood, he attempted twice to 
ſtrike ont his Brains, but relented, and drew back his Hand; Afterwards 
the Peſtel dropt twice out of his Boot, and he thinking, the ſecond time it 
was God's Providence, and that he ſhould be himſelf kill'd in the attempt, 
forſook his Deſign of Murther, and rid from his Companion, who told Gar- 
diner, as they parted, he was going to London to be hang'd. 3 
hetween Abervenny and Monmouth, being alone, he ſaid he open'd a Caſe- 
ment and broke ſome Wooden Bars, and got into a ſingle Houſe, having 
firſt knock d a Quarter of an Hour to ſee if any Perſon was at Home: He 
took only a Gown ; but ſaw two Boxes of ,Writings, and a great Quantity 
of Cloths, which, as he was travelling, he did not load himſelf with, but 
rid forward to London. ; 417 opp 
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This unfortunatè young Man was remarkably obſervaft Gf 


his Duty ; he was never fy; nor would let the others be fo, 


but when they were reading'or praying. He was commonly 
yewailing his fad Condition, eſpecially when his Friends and |; 
Acquaintance went to ſee him, He employ'd himſelf in pe- 
ſing the Halms, particularly in learning the 51. The Morn- 
ing he died, he, with many Tears, received the Sacrament, 


and reſign d himſelf up to the Will of Providence. 


70 HN ALLEN, of St. Martin's in the Fields, was in- 


dified for robbing W. Waſey on the Highway, on the 20th of 


December laſt, and taking trom him a Gold Watch, a Sword, a 
Tweezer Caſe, beſides Money: It appearing that the Priſoner, 
with Frazter and Bunworth, . lapping a Piſtol to Mr. Waſey's 
Head, as he pals'd along Leiceſter-Fie/ds, about Twelve o'Clock 
at Night, and threatening to ſhoot him if he ſpoke, robb'd him 
of the Particulars mention d in the Indictment. The Jury 
brought him in Guilty of a Robbery on the Highway. 

This Male factor was about 28 Years of Age, moſt of which 
Time he had ſpent without much Virtue, or Regularity in his 
Way of Living. But, he ſaid, he beg'd Pardon of God for 
having frequently pick'd Pockets as Priſoners were going to 
ſuffer for their Offences, and alſo at the Place of Execution. 
He ſaid, that when the People calPd Blacks fufter?d at Jyburn, 


he was with Frazier and Bunworth at a Publick-Houſe in a 


Court near Newgate, where Piſtols were pull'd out, and. Pro- 
poſals made, ſuch as, he ſaid, would never have enter'd into 
his Imagination. Afterwards they made an Appointment, and 
met by Great Queen ſtreet; where meeting a Gentleman, about 
One o'Clock in the Morning, his two Companions attack'd 
him, and requir'd his Money. This Priſoner pretended that he 
then ran away, and that his two Companions running after him, 
they took only the Chain of a Watch, and a Trifle befides. 
He 'mention'd two other Robberies, committed that Week; 


but they acquir'd nothing of Value. He added, that they then 


made an Agreement to fee, if poſſible, ſome Watchmen, to 
connive at their Practices, and aſſiſt them therein; but they did 
not ſucceed in their Intentions. The laſt Attempt that he took 
Notice of, was made upon a Man who was carrying a Bundle, 
about Midnight, thro' an Alley between Leiceſter- Fields and 
Piccadilly : A Watchman ſtanding there, one of them pulPd 
out a Piſtol before him, and commanded him to be ſilent; he 
was ſo ; but the Man refuſing to deliver his Parcel, though

his lde for his Faults, appear'd very Devout, in the moſt earneſt Man. 
ner Calling, upon God and Chriſt. Before he went, he was defjr'd by ſome 
of his Acqu2intance to put ſomething upon his Body, beſides the thin Co. 
vering of his Shroud, in order to fence againſt the extream Cold. which might 
perhipso injure his Body, as to prevent the Fervency of his Prayers, and 
draw off his I hovghts from Heaven. TH 
I0o that he reply'd, that as. he had endured the Cold en Sunday and the 
Sundl Night, he was reſolv'd not put on Clothing on bis Body during the 
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Time he {k6uld continue in this World For he was of Opinion, that he 
could not too much puniſh and atfi& his Body for the Crimes he had com- 
mitted; he was of Opinion, that there muſt be an Attonement and Com- 
penſation for Vice, either in this Life, or in the next. When he was at 
the Place of Execution, ha ſpoke to the People, to aſſure *em, That though 
ſoinc Malicious Pegple had been pleas'd to accuſe his Father and. Mother, as 
if they knew of his Robbing the I.-undreſs. he declared as a dying Man, 
that they were wholly Ignorant of it, nor did they own the Bag that the 
innen was put into: He than ſpoke to ſome of his Companions whom he 
{aw there preſent, defiring them to take warning by his Calamitous Fate, and 
to fly from vicious Company, and return to a virtuous and ſober Life, which 
Was the only way to be happy in this World, as well as in the next.
